Description—Lycoris Squamigera produces in 
early spring attractive green foliage which grows 
until July when it ripens off and disappears, and 
one not familiar with its habits would think the bulb 
had died, but about a month later, as if by magic, 
the flower stalks spring from the ground to a 
height of two or three feet, developing an umbel of 
large and beautiful lily-shaped flowers three to four 
inches across and from eight to twelve in number, 
of a delicate lilac-pink shaded with clear blue. 


Culture—As the bulb is perfectly hardly without 
any protection it can be planted either in the fall 
or spring, but we consider fall the best time as the 
bulbs will have a chance to get established before 
flowering time. Cover the crown about four inches. 
Very useful for the border or among shrubbery.

“BLEEDING HEART” 
Dicentra (Dielytra) Spectabilis 


During a sojourn amongst the retail stores on 
Friday and Saturday of the past week, I was some- 
what surprised to note the lack of this old favorite 
plant amongst the volume of roses, hydrangeas, etc., 
being shown especially so since the few pots of same 
offered were readily sold at from $3.00 to $4.00 each 
after being “dressed up” a bit. Upon examination 
I found that these plants were produced from two 
root formations which did not likely cost the grower 
more than 70e or 80c and since dicentra can be 
readily brought into bloom in a few months’ time I 
do not know of anything in the plant line that is 
more favored by the public and which will return a 
larger profit. Roots of the above are usually delivered 
in November and are stored in frames until Feb- 
ruary when they are potted up and carried in a 
temperature of 55 degrees. After starting into 
growth they require some considerable water. 


“Bleeding Heart” is likewise a most desirable 
pot plant for Easter sales, however, for this day they 
should be potted up in January. It is suggested 
that you arrange now with your dealer to supply 
you with roots for delivery from 1926 crop. Do not, 
however, buy anything but large forcing stock. The 
small roots not infrequently supplied being only 
desirable for garden purposes, the plant being quite 
hardy when planted in well drained soil with a slight 
protection during winter season. 


I might also say*that in offering Dielytra for 
Easter or Mothers’ Day sales and as a pot plant a 
good talking point is the fact after same has an- 
swered its purpose as a blooming plant it can be 
planted into the open to good advantage.

CULTURE 
Open Garden—Keep bulbs over in a dry, warm 
cellar. They should be planted as soon as the ground 
can be worked, and all danger of frost is past. Water 
only when ground is dry. 


Under Glass—Plant any time between November 
and April. Will come into bloom in twelve to fifteen 
weeks. Plant bulbs in five or six-inch pots in loose 
soil, and keep under benches in a temperature of 
about fifty degrees for two weeks. Give very little 
water until the pot is well-filled with roots. After 
which they will come quickly when put on the 
benches and given sixty to sixty-five degrees, which 
can be increased after the bud is formed. A little 
liquid fertilizer is helpful. Water when dry, but do 
not water as much as the White Calla.
